Independence, powerfully defended and advanced 
by the Songun revolutionary leadership - Day of Songun' 


August 25 is the Day of Songun in People's Korea and is a public holiday. It is 
the day when 62 years the great leader generalissimo KIM JONG IL began the 
Songun ( army - first ) revolutionary leadership by visiting the Seoul Ryu Kyong 
Su no 105th Tank Division of the Korean People's Army which is an army unit 
steeped in revolutionary history: it was the first KPA unit to enter Seoul in June 
1950 during the Fatherland Liberation War and was named after the anti - 
Japanese guerrilla commander Ryu Kyong Su. 


August 25th is celebrated proudly in People's Korea and by Songun idea 
followers throughout the world. Songun is misunderstood in Western countries. 
It means giving priority to military affairs but it does not mean the military 
taking over society or that the DPRK is a military government. In fact the 
Workers Party of Korea exercises leadership over the revolutionary armed forces 
of the DPRK. As respected Marshal KIM JONG UN said: 


',.. Leadership of the Party is the lifeline of the KPA, 
and its might is inconceivable separated from the leadership of the Party. 
The general direction ahead of the KPA is one, 
that is, to advance straight forward with guns leveled 
in the very direction our Party indicates. 
Our arms must serve as an ever - lasting cornerstone 
that ensures a sure guarantee for the Party and its cause ... ' 
( Let Us Add Eternal Brilliance to Comrade Kim Jong Ils 
Great Idea and Achievements of the Songun Revolution' 2013). 


When you see DPRK military parades you will notice the DPRK military vehicles 
not only carry the flag of the DPRK and the Supreme Commander’s flag but also 
the red flag of the Workers Party of Korea. The Songun idea is profoundly anti - 
imperialist and anti - revisionist as it is based on the reality that socialism is 
built in confrontation with imperialism not in cooperation with it. Songun 
rejected non class theories of the army under socialism and the 
de - ideologicalisation of the armed forces. Under the leadership and guidance of 
generalissimo KIM JONG IL and President KIM IL SUNG and later respected 
Marshal KIM JONG UN, the Korean People’s Army was built up as an army not 
only strong in weaponry but also ideology. In some socialist countries revisionist 
and non class theories undermined the armed forces and they were unable to 
defend socialism. An example of this was seen in the USSR which experienced a 
deep crisis due to ‘perestroika' and © glasnosť introduced by the 
counter - revolutionary traitor Gorbachov. When some patriotic members of the 
USSR leadership formed a State Commission for the State of Emergency and 
declared a state of emergency in the USSR, the armed forces of the USSR were 
unable to implement it and the State Committee for the State of Emergency was 
dissolved after 3 days. 


The Songun revolutionary leadership of generalissimo KIM JONG IL, is an 
example of the Party ‘s leadership over the revolutionary armed forces. 
Generalissimo KIM JONG IL carried forward the idea of Juche army building 
that was pioneered by the great leader President KIM IL SUNG. Songun means 
that the cause of independence, the cause of the revolution, is started, advanced 
and defended by arms. The historical experience of the Korean revolution 
demonstrated this particularly the Anti - Japanese armed struggle and the great 
Fatherland Liberation War against the Yankee imperialist aggressors. Around 
the time that generalissimo KIM JONG IL started his Songun revolutionary 
leadership, a number of factors proved that a country like the DPRK should not 
place reliance on other countries for its defence. In the USSR Khruschov had 
usurped the leadership of the CPSU and USSR. Khruschov advocated peaceful 
co - existence with imperialism and visited the United States for 13 days in 
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1959. The USSR even melted down tanks and guns. Later in 1962 the USSR 
pulled its missiles out of Cuba without consulting the Cuban leadership. This 
showed that so - called allies could let you down or stab you in the back. 


Thanks to the Songun revolutionary leadership of the great leader 
Generalissimo KIM JONG IL the Korean People’s Army was built up powerfully 
and in all aspects. The Songun revolutionary leadership meant that the idea of 
self - reliance in national defence was carried out thoroughly. The self - defence 
power of People's Korea increased remarkably. The DPRK was able to inflict 
defeats on the US in the ongoing confrontation which had continued after the 
end of the Fatherland Liberation War. For example in 1968 the DPRK captured 
the US armed spy ship Pueblo' and a year later the ECI21 spy plane was brought 
by fighter aircraft of the KPA Air Force. Later when the US imperialists went wild 
to stifle the DPRK during the first and second ‘nuclear crises', the DPRK stood its 
ground and faced them down. The DPRK became a socialist nuclear power of 
Juche and an ICBM power. 


Today, the revolutionary armed forces of People’s Korea are powerfully 
defending the independence of the country. In the past many countries did not 
build up their armed forces strongly enough and did not have the correct 
ideology. Examples of this are Iraq, Yugoslavia and other countries. Libya under 
Col Gadhafi had acquired a reputation as an anti - imperialist power in Africa 
and the world but Col Gadhafi surrendered the Libyan nuclear programme to the 
Americans. The USSR supposedly a superpower allowed itself to be pushed 
about by the US imperialists only to collapse. 


It is thanks to the Songun revolutionary leadership, that today the DPRK has a 
clear blue sky without a single foreign military aircraft in its airspace. This 
testifies to the greatness of Songun.

'77th anniversary of Korea’s Liberation' 


77 years ago on the 15th of August 1945 Korea was liberated from the grim 
and oppressive fascist rule of Japanese imperialism, thanks to the 20 year long 
armed struggle conducted under the leadership of the great leader general KIM 
IL SUNG the sun of the Korean nation, ever - victorious iron willed brilliant 
commander and gifted military strategist. The anti - Japanese People's Guerrilla 
Army led by the great leader comrade KIM IL SUNG had neither a state base or 
rear to rely on.The armed struggle of the anti - Japanese guerrillas was a self - 
reliant one that embodied the Juche Idea and the Songun Idea. The great leader 
general KIM IL SUNG cast aside the flunkeyist idea of relying on big powers for 
salvation and instead conducted an independent struggle, based on Juche, 
against Japanese imperialism fully relying on the masses of people. 


The anti - Japanese armed struggle fully proved in practice the truth of Songun 
that independence is achieved by the force of arms. During the anti - Japanese 
armed struggle the great leader generalissimo KIM IL SUNG adhering firmly to 
the line of Songun rejected illusions of the national reformists and opportunists 
that independence could be achieved by peaceful means or by begging for it.

The defeat of Japanese imperialism, one of the main forces and shock brigade 
of international fascism, by the partisans of the Korean People's Revolutionary 
Army led by the great leader general KIM IL SUNG made a great contribution to 
the victory of the worldwide anti - fascist forces. 


The victorious liberation struggle of the Korean people led by general KIM IL 
SUNG, a gifted military strategist and ever - victorious iron - willed brilliant 
commander was an inspiration for the peoples of the colonial countries fighting 
for their independence and liberation.

‘Socialists Arts and Culture 
versus bourgeois pop culture' 


The broadly understood culture, its guality and reference to the needs of the 
common man and his development, is to a large extent a testimony to the value 
of a given political system, the value of the system in determining whether it is 
human and humanitarian, progressive or anti - human and marked by negative 
content in the mass media. 


Culture is the way and content of a nation's life, a synonym for its spiritual 
face, a force that binds all members of the national community. Culture should 
enrich social relations as it is their active component. 


One geographic area with two states: the socialist © Democratic People's 
Republic of Korea and south Korea, a puppet of the US but within the same 
nation, and what a massive contrast! Here while in DPRK a socialist culture is 
created, full of patriotism and love for the homeland, south Korean culture is the 
aping of Western and American pop culture with the cult of money and self - 
centeredness. 


What is such a pop - culture for? It serves the bourgeois ruling classes to keep. 
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the popular masses oppressed and exploited. This bourgeois pop - culture, 
which is widely propagated in the southern part of Korea occupied by the 
American imperialists, also has the task of suppressing and contradicting the 
ideas of a true socialist and pro - humanist culture. 


For example, on ‘Netflix’, on the film platform popular in European countries, 
there are plenty of biased so called: 'soap operas' south Korean produced movies, 
with created characters of heroes who lead a rich and idle life full of luxuries, 
and their only activities are in creating amorous intrigues and personal guarrels 
about who goes to bed with whom. All is spiced with scenes of violence and 
worthless dialogues washed out of any patriotic and ideological values. 


Another exemplary contrast between the values of real culture and the 
imperialist intellectual junk served under the name of pop culture is the field of 
music. The ‘Moranbong Banď, a national music group from the DPRK, that 
creates beautiful instrumental music and promotes patriotic content in an 
innovative way, is very popular among Korean peoples and youths. The youth of 
the socialist Korea of Juche favors their musical works that evoke feelings of 
patriotism and celebrate national achievements and the struggle for social 
liberation. The 'Moranbong Band' ensemble is a music promoter with enormous 
energy and strength potential for a moral and disciplined, creative life in a social 
collective among and for others. 


Music stars who promote unlimited freedom and moral corruption, sexual 
debauchery and selfish worship of the individual as well as pathological behavior 
of alcohol or drug abuse are popular with the youth of the West and the 
commercialized pseudo - artistic work of decadent pop culture. Such content is 
admitted and disseminated by the bourgeois media and creates a civilization of 
death, the West civilization. 


The threats from Western pop - culture were also mentioned many times by 
President Kim Il Sung: 


'... We should never allow the penetration of jazz' 
in the future as in the past. 
It depraves and emasculates the youth and dulls their revolutionary 
consciousness. 
Jazz' is an ideological weapon of the imperialists 
to degenerate revolutionary peoples. 
How can we accept the venom they direct at us, 
and by so doing destroy our own positions, 
when we have to fight U.S. imperialism to the end? ...

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This is the Western culture brought with the American occupation of the south 
Korean peninsula, that is being promoted and disseminated to lull the working 
people in their lives to the full exploitation of the capitalist system. This 
substitute of the luxury seen in these series is to replace them with the real, 
liberated and creative life that the masses of the people in DPRK lead. 


The national identity of Korean culture is different from that of south Korea, 
which is occupied by American troops. It is not a desire for wealth at all costs 
and it is not an easy and pleasant life. It is an identity that grew out of great 
national pride and the struggle for national and social liberation, and in its 
patriotic spirit it has no equal. 


The socialist Korean revolution, on the basis of structural socio -economic 
transformations, also brought about a revolution in the sphere of education and 
culture, changed the scale and hierarchy of the needs of the working masses, 
promoting them to the creators of this culture and liberated a new shape of the 
man: master of his own destiny regarding to the Juche Philosophy. 


The Korean revolution enriched the range of cultural activity of the masses and 
it inspired the formation of a new work ethic, liberated from all forms of 
exploitation and slavery. 


Culture is also the field and means of the political struggle against socialism 
waged by hostile propaganda. Hence the propagated anti - culture, which is pop 
- culture, flooding the world with American and pro - Western states. 


The socialist culture of the DPRK is part of the world's progressive culture, part 
of the international culture. Imperialist enemies may contradict and use 
propaganda to conceal or disprove this fact, but they will not change it. The 
culture of the DPRK grew out of the masses of the people and serves the same 
masses of the people, in line with the words of Lenin: 


',.. all over the world workers create their international culture 
that has long been prepared by advocates of freedom 
and enemies of oppression ...' 


(V.I. Lenin, 'The Working Class and the National Question’. vol. XIX, p. 74 ) 


A civilization that creates a culture of easy life and the cult of money and 
wealth is an anti - human civilization, as well as detached from the real needs 
and desires of man, which is not only a biological existence aimed at satisfying 
one's individual needs. Man is a creature in a broader sense, he is a social 
creature in correlation with others. The bourgeois civilization of the West, which 
was unfortunately imposed by the yankee occupiers in the southern part of 
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Korea, is a culture alien to Korean culture and historical Korean tradition. 


In the DPRK, it is not possible to proclaim views contrary to the constitutional 
principles of Juche based socialism. It is, because in the interest of the nation 
and the socialist state. It is not within the limits of any social contract and 
pseudo - freedom to disgust socialism through hostile propaganda and the 
popularization of Western decadent culture. And this is not ( as the enemies of 
the DPRK claim ) a violation of freedom of speech and free democracy. it is a wise 
and rational uphold of socialist and humanistic values at the service of people - 
centered socialism. It is protecting DPRK citizens from the contagion of capitalist 
thinking focused on individualistic egoism and the decline of moral values. 


The socialist and people - centered political and social system of the DPRK 
opposes the influx of yankee pseudo - culture and its socially demoralizing 
content. The social harm of this culture brought to the south of Korea is 
expressed in the ever - increasing number of suicides of the peoples, the 
increasing areas of moral degeneracy of young society and the decline of morals 
and customs. 


The duty of the state responsible for the state of culture of its nation is to 
contribute to the development of a responsible, socialist social awareness. Fight 
against foreign influences of Western pop culture bringing only spiritual death. 


Imperialist pop - culture is a trashy bourgeois show aimed at arousing primitive 
emotions and desires among the rulers of the lower social classes exploited by 
the class - the popular masses. 


In the socialist culture of the DPRK, created by man and for man, this man has 
an active role in this activity. This postulate of cultural activity and shifting the 
focus to the problems of the transformative and educational function of socialist 
art meets the aspirations and feelings of the popular masses. Socialist culture in 
DPRK is a conscious and planned activity which, in addition to patriotic 
functions, also aims to raise the cultural aspirations and cultural activity of 
society and to shape incentives for the development of artistic creativity related 
in content to the issue of the socialist motherland and capable of educational 
activities in the spirit of socialism and internationalism. 


In the socialist culture of the DPRK, the principles of the Leninist definition of 
the inextricable relationship between politics, economics and culture are 
fulfilled, and the demonstration of the uniform leadership of development 
processes in these three spheres of social life by the communist party as the 
vanguard of the working class. The Leninist view of the relationship between the 
humanistic values of science and culture in the construction of a socialist 
culture that is qualitatively different from imperialist countries, as is focused on 
man and his spiritual needs satisfied precisely just by cultural activity, is 
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realized. 


The entire cultural activity of the socialist state of DPRK, is created by the 
broad masses of the people and is precisely adapted to the needs of the 
development of Korean society. This development process is subordinated to the 
overarching goal of socialist construction and means ensuring the harmonious 
growth of the sphere of production, consumption, scientific and cultural 
progress. There is nothing in this process of the anarchist chaos of capitalist 
market commercialism, manifested in the fact that various currents and 
tendencies fight and clash in the arena of culture for man, and those that are 
often anti - human and immoral win, because the criterion for promoting this 
pseudo - culture not the real needs of man are chosen, but the profit of their 
producers. 


Culture is, in the broad sense of the word, a system of values. But these values 
are only nominal if they are not reflected in human relationships. These 
relations, their dignified shape, are precisely the higher form of realization of 
culture, realization of human life in a socialist state. Such a shape, full of 
socialist humanism, has the real Korean culture, not the one brought from West 
and American agencies. In socialist Korea of Juche, the highest human 
aspirations and needs are fulfilled to the highest and full extent. 


The main goal of the socialist and truly Korean culture as it is in the DPRK, is 
to promote the participation of working people in social activity for the benefit of 
the whole, conscious and creative participation, giving a sense of co - shaping 
socialist interpersonal relations. From an ideological choice, cultural life in DPRK 
fulfills the task of enriching the patriotic and progressive heritage of Korean 
culture, supporting creativity embedded in the destiny and experiences of the 
working class, working people, and from their perspective looking at the past 
and present, but also openness to humanistic values that are to convey the 
ideological message in daily work for one's own country and in service to the 
nation. Therefore, it also includes opposition to the reactionary, anti - socialist 
and anti - humanist content promoted by American imperialism, against 
national and state interests. 


The socialist government of the DPRK consciously and deliberately strives to 
create conditions for the provision of all permanent, humanistic values of the 
achievements of the beautiful and glorious traditions of the Korean national 
liberation struggle, and also makes all the treasures of art and culture, available 
in many capitalist countries only to a few privileged, become real owned by 
working people. This task is fully realized in the high level of general education, 
with the increase of the living standard of working people and the amount of free 
time. 


The socialist government of the DPRK creates the best possible conditions in

social policy in the sphere of culture for the development of artistic creativity 
that arose from the ideological inspirations of socialism, from the patriotic, 
conscious connection with the issues of building a socialist homeland and with 
the struggle of working people all over the world for justice, progress and peace. 
With the fight against American imperialism. 


In the sphere of cultural management, the government of the DPRK and its 
subordinate cultural institutions are guided by political and ideological 
inspiration, link the artistic milieu with living social and political issues, and link 
all artistic circles with the issues of life and work of the progressive masses of 
the nation. 


An important task of the socialist state in social policy in the sphere of culture 
is to stimulate the cultural activity of the society. The point is not only to awaken 
higher and richer cultural and artistic needs. The point is also that cultural 
matters should be part of mass social activity, that the idea of people's rule, 
implemented by the development of forms of socialist democracy, is also present 
in the sphere of artistic culture. The area of this activity is the social and 
cultural movement. The basis for the development of this movement is the 
accumulation of the morality of the working man, a man who consciously 
creates his fate according to the principles of the Juche Philosophy. Creativity 
and consciousness as well as independence combined in the processes of 
cultural transformations of the socialist society of the DPRK, in the structural 
and class transformations of society, bring positive results expressed in the 
social advancement of the working class, changes in the social attitudes of the 
working masses in the city and in the countryside, and the cultural integration 
of the Korean nation on the basis of the idea socialist, with a change for the 
better of working people's attitude to spiritual and artistic goods. 


Thanks to Juche Philosophy, in the creation of a new socialist culture that man 
for the first time emerged from his former limitations in seeing the tradition and 
present of human intellectual and artistic culture enslaved by the years of 
Japanese occupation. Juche Philosophy and true Korean culture, steeped in the 
spirit of this philosophy elevated the working class and the popular masses from 
the slave position, to the present hegemon and defender of basic human values. 


The theory and practice of Juche Philosophy, causing the so far unknown scale 
of cultural changes, determines a new approach to art of all epochs. The 
perception of the heritage and the present of culture in the aspects of the 
usefulness of socialist education, adherence to morality and the principles of 
socialist social life is a guideline for all forms of cultural activity in Korea of 
Juche. 


The policy of the communist party, Workers Party of Korea and all DPRK 
national institutions responsible for creating socialist culture, is guided by 
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ideological and artistic choices that carry a patriotic message and deeply 
humanistic values. Values that, unlike in the anti - egocentric American pop 
culture imposed on south Korea, promote individualism and moral decline, but 
trigger creative and collective creativity in the process of world transformation 
due to the Juche Philosophy and instill discipline and respect for other people in 
the younger generations of DPRK, which is best expressed in the slogan: ‘one for 
all - all for one’. 


In DPRK, a real, valuable and deeply humanist universal socialist culture is 
created and developed, which, from the postulate of constantly raising the level 
of spiritual and artistic needs of the widest masses of society, is linked by the 
postulate of cultural activity related to intellectual, political, social and economic 
activity. Hence, the Workers Party of Korea devotes so much space and attention 
to all forms of cultural activation of working people, to forms of development of 
the people's rule in culture. 


Thus, the masses of the people have a chance to consciously and guided 
acceleration in the movement of building a socialist state, it manifests itself in 
the form of a transition from a passive to an active attitude towards the content 
of culture and to an active participation in the cultural life of their country.

By defeating US imperialism in the great Fatherland 
Liberation the Korean people halted US imperialism in its tracks and foiled the 
moves of the US imperialists to provoke a third world war against the socialist 
countries. 


Respected Marshal KIM JONG UN stresses that it is not just a matter of 
celebrating a historical view but a question of inheriting the brilliant spirit of the 
war veterans and carry it forward in the struggle against the enemies of the 
DPRK. Respected Marshal KIM JONG UN identifies key tasks as being: 


' ...To further consolidate the nation's defence capability 
on the strength of the heroic spirit displayed during the war 
is a fundamental guarantee for defending the national interests 
of the Republic and its independent development. 
Our revolution has been in sharp confrontation with the United States 
which has bluntly resorted to nuclear threat against us 
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since the Fatherland Liberation War. 
This historical environment demanded that we, 
above all else, raise our state's self - defence capability onto a due level, 
and we have realized this pressing historic task through an arduous struggle ... ' 


Thus, the spirit of the victory in the Fatherland Liberation War is translated 
into the struggle to defend the DPRK from US imperialism and to increase the 
national defence capabilities of the DPRK. Marshal KIM JONG UN correctly 
points out that the successes in developing the DPRK's national defence 
capabilities is itself a great victory on an equal level with the victory in the 
Fatherland Liberation.

The new ultra - rightist puppet regime in south Korea is also sharply 
denounced for its reactionary anti - DPRK policies and its warmongering 
attitudes. Marshal KIM JONG UN warns the south Korean puppet regime thus: 


'... The south Korean regime and military ruffians 
think about confronting us militarily and that they can neutralize 
or destroy some parts of our military forces 
preemptively by resorting to some special military means and methods, 
they are grossly mistaken! 
Such a dangerous attempt will be punished at once 
by a powerful force and Yoon Suk Yeol regime 
and its army will be annihilated ...' 
So, the south Korean reactionaries have been duly warned not to provoke the 
DPRK. 


Lastly, respected Marshal KIM JONG UN correctly stresses the class nature of 
the struggle to defend the DPRK by saying that: 
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'... When we achieve innovative successes at our posts and workplaces 
with thoroughgoing class consciousness, 
always mindful of the fact that the anti - imperialist class struggle 
is a struggle for defending not only our destiny but also our country, 
this will accelerate our creation and construction 
and deal heavier blows at the hostile forces ...' 


It is really great that respected Marshal KIM JONG UN identifies the link 
between class struggle and defending the country. 


All in all this is a brilliant and superb speech. We support all the ideas and

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On the 30 July 1946, 76 years ago the Provisional People's Committee of 
north Korea headed by the great leader comrade KIM IL SUNG passed the Law 
on Sexual Eguality in Korea. 


For the first time in history made Korean women egual with men and abolished 
centuries of feudal subjugation which Korean women had to endure. Korean 
women had been subjected to double and triple oppression by feudalism and 
imperialism. 


The law proclaimed that the Korean women, who were long neglected in society 
and lived in misery subjected to humiliation and insult, have egual rights with 
men in all domains of social life including politics, the economy and culture. 


First of all, it granted women the same political freedom and rights with men. 


All women became able to participate in the election of deputies to power 
organs at all levels with egual rights with men and enjoy the right to elect and to 
be elected. It also stipulated that women have egual rights to labour and 
education with men. The law banned human trafficking and prostitution. 


Today in the DPRK women hold egual rights with men. They hold high official 
positions as well being deputies to power organs and also managers and 
directors. 


The DPRK has a wholesome environment. In the West you can walk into a 
newspaper shop and see pornography in front of you which objectifies women. 


However pornography is nowhere to be seen in the DPRK and prostitution is 
illegal. 


The DPRK stands out as an example of true women's liberation, Juche - based, 


proletarian and socialist women's liberation!

Juche - based Tactics in the Fatherland liberation War 
and DPRK - US Showdown. 
A speech by Dr Dermot Hudson 
to online meeting 23rd of July 2022 


The imperialists do not like to talk too much about the great Fatherland 
Liberation War in Korea or as they like to call it the Korean War ( which is of 
course a misnomer because it was not a war between Koreans but a war between 
Koreans and the US imperialists ). It is often referred to as the forgotten war or 
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unknown war by the mainstream media. The reason for this can be found in the 
statement of right wing US military historian Bevin Alexander , himself an officer 
in the US imperialist aggression forces during the war, who wrote that the 
Fatherland Liberation War was the first war we lost’. The infamous reactionary 
senator JR McCarthy said that: 'we suffered a serious defeat in Korea.. 


The Fatherland Liberation War or Korean War was the first time that a socialist 
country was involved a full scale war against US imperialism and world 
imperialism. The US imperialists not only threw their own armed forces into the 
war but those of the south Korean puppets, 15 of their satellite countries and 
even the Japanese militarists who fought in Korea in secret wearing the 
uniforms of the south Korean puppet army. In some way the Fatherland 
Liberation War was like a world war. The Fatherland Liberation War was 
anti - imperialist struggle against the international forces of reaction headed by 
US imperialism, a class struggle, a war to defend socialism and a war for 
national liberation. 


The aim of my talk today is not to give a blow by blow account of the 
Fatherland Liberation War, there are plenty of books that do that and there is 
the excellent Victorious Fatherland Liberation War Museum in Pyongyang which 
I hope that one day you will all visit. Instead I intend to look at the Juche - 
based tactics that led to victory in the Fatherland Liberation War and the 
subsequent DPRK - US conflict after that war. 


The Fatherland Liberation War was the central part of the DPRK-US Showdown 
which has spanned centuries .In fact it can be said the DPRK - US Showdown or 
Korea - US Showdown began in 1866 when the USS General Sherman infiltrated 
into Pyongyang ( only to be destroyed by Pyongyang citizens led by Kim Ung U, 
the grandfather of President KIM IL SUNG ). The DPRK - US Showdown 
continued after the Fatherland Liberation War and continues today as the US 
hostile anti - DPRK policies continue and are being intensified under the sleepy 
Joe Biden administration . In his speech on April 15th 2012 ( which some of us 
witnessed in person ), Marshal KIM JONG UN spoke of the different stages of the 
development of the DPRK’s armed forces saying that 'In the long period from its 
founding to the present, it fought a guerrilla war, a regular war and a showdown 
without gunshot; in the course of this, it has acquired all - powerful, 
Juche - oriented combat methods and accumulated experiences in achieving only 
victory, and developed into powerful armed forces possessed of the means of both 
attack and defence of our own style that are fully capable of coping with modern 
warfare of any type ' 


This sums the experience of the Korean People’s Army which is guided by the 
Juche idea. 


In the Fatherland Liberation War The great leader comrade KIM IL SUNG always 
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stressed that the outcome of war is not determined by weapons alone but the 
ideology of those holding the weapons. 


During the Fatherland Liberation War totally new tactics based on the Juche 
Idea were applied. For example the Korean People's Army developed tunnel 
warfare, a new concept. An article by overseas Korean writer Han Ho Suk wrote 
that: ‘North Korea's expertise in digging tunnels for warfare was demonstrated 
during the Vietnam War. North Korea sent about 100 tunnel warfare experts to 
Vietnam to help dig the 250 km tunnels for the North Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
troops in South Vietnam. The tunnels were instrumental in the Vietnamese victor' 


The great leader Marshal KIM IL SUNG had accumulated precious experience 
during the 15 year long armed struggle against the Japanese imperialists. He 
developed original Juche - oriented military tactics, the likes of which had never 
been seen before. Another tactic was to go over to immediate counter - offensive. 
When the south Korean puppets under the command of the US Military Advisory 
Group attacked the DPRK on the morning of the 25th of June 1950, Marshal 
KIM IL SUNG called a cabinet meeting where he made a speech titled: 'Let Us 
Wipe Out the Invaders by a Decisive Counter- Offensive' and ordered the Korean 
People’s Army over to an immediate counter - offensive. Thus, the KPA and KPSF 
went over to an immediate counter - offensive pushing the south Korean 
puppets back. This was something unprecedented in the history of warfare! 
Generally when a state is attacked or invaded by another state it takes some 
time to even adopt a defensive posture to resist the aggression. However thanks 
to the original Juche - oriented revolutionary military thought and strategy the 
forces of the DPRK were able to launch a decisive counter - offensive after halting 
the south Korean puppets in their tracks and allowing them no breathing space. 


On the third day of the war, 28 June, Seoul the south Korean puppet capital 
was liberated by the KPA. This was disastrous for the south Korean puppets 
who had originally boasted of ‘having breakfast in Haeju, lunch in Pyongyang and 
dinner in Sinuyu' This had not happened, instead the victorious DPRK wiped out 
the south Korean puppet forces and liberated south Korea. The US started to 
heavily bomb all of Korea and drew into the war forces from some satellite 
countries. This did not stop the advance of the Juche - oriented Korean People's 
Army commanded by the great leader Marshal KIM IL SUNG. The KPA smashed 
the Yankees at Osan. Torpedo boats of the KPA Navy sank US cruisers and 
destroyers. 


The great leader Marshal KIM IL SUNG personally commanded the Taejon 
liberation battle. Here the KPA, on its own and without outside help, faced the 
US 24th Army Division. The US 24th Division had been victorious in the Battle 
of Mindanao in the Philippines in the 2nd World War and its commander 
General Dean had been a US commander in Europe in World War Two. The U.S. 
24th division was totally destroyed in the Taejon battle on July 20, that was the 
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20th day after its arrival in south Korea. General Dean, the commander of the 
Division, was captured by a young soldier of the Korean People's Army. He was 
the first division commander of U.S. imperialist aggression forces to be taken 
prisoner in the Korean War. This was a great feat of the heroic Korean People's 
Army to have captured a Yankee general. 


In the first stage of the war the Korean People's Army liberated 90 percent of the 

territory of south Korea and 92 per cent of the population The DPRK carried out 
its own defascistation and de - Americanization programme in south Korea 
establishing a people's democratic system. A truly remarkable accomplishment 
that was achieved by the self - reliant revolutionary armed forces of People's 
Korea under the command of the great leader Marshal KIM IL SUNG. 


The US threw into the war unprecedented numbers of troops and amounts of 
materials. In fact 73 million tons of war materials were used in the war. The 
war raged on until July 27th 1953 when the US kneeled down and signed the 
Armistice Agreement. 


During the three - year long Fatherland Liberation War, the U.S. imperialists 
lost over 1,567,000 men, including more than 405,000 of their own armed 
forces, and an enormous amount of combat eguipment and war supplies, 
including over 12,200 aircraft, more than 560 warships and ships, over 3,200 
tanks and armoured vehicles of different types, more than 13,350 trucks and 
7,690 artillery pieces of various types. The loss suffered by the US imperialists 
was nearly 2.3 times greater than what they had suffered in the four years of the 
Pacific War during World War II. Even official US statistics showed during each 
of the three years of the Korean War they lost double the number of troops lost 
in each year of the Vietnam war. Later comrade KIM IL SUNG declared that: 


In this great struggle our people fought determinedly as one in mind under the 
correct leadership of the party and government and thereby withstood the harsh 
trials of war honourably and won a historic victory inflicting an ignominious defeat 
on US imperialism and its running dogs' 


Respected Marshal KIM JONG UN said that the Fatherland Liberation 
War ‘was a military miracle unprecedented in the war history of mankind and a 
great feat of historical significance never seen before in the nation's history 
spanning 5 000 years' 


However, the DPRK - US showdown did not end there and indeed the US 
imperialists blocked the Korean Armistice Agreement, which had been concluded 
on the 27th of July 1953, from being turned into a peace treaty and ignored the 
clause that stipulated the withdrawal of US forces from south Korea. 


After the defeat in the Fatherland Liberation War the US schemed to provoke a 
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war against the DPRK on many occasions but each time suffered a humiliating 
defeat. In 1968 the Korean People's Army navy captured the USS Pueblo, an 
armed spy ship of US imperialism. The US threatened the DPRK but President 
KIM IL SUNG stood firm and the US were compelled to sign a groveling apology 
to the DPRK and the 'Pueblo' remains in Pyongyang, displayed as an exhibit in 
the Fatherland Liberation War Museum. The US also tasted defeat in the EC121 
spy plane shoot down incident of 1969 and the Panmunjom incident of 1976. 


This was thanks to the Juche - based commanding art and tactics of President 
KIM IL SUNG and the DPRK’s totally Juche - based revolutionary anti - 
imperialist stand. 


The US also failed in the first and second 'nuclear crisis' when the great leader 
comrade KIM JONG IL faced down the US imperialists and developed the DPRK 
into a nuclear power of Juche. Under the guidance of respected Marshal KIM 
JONG UN the DPRK national defence capabilities have developed greatly, 
especially with the test of the H bomb and the tests of Inter - continental ballistic 
missiles in particular the 'Hwasongpho - 17'ICBM earlier this year. 


If the US imperialists are foolish enough to provoke a second Korean War, they 
will suffer an even greater defeat and Korea will be reunified under the 
leadership of respected Marshal KIM JONG UN.

The head of the KFA Greece Cultural office and member of the Juche Idea 
Study Group of Greece pointed out that: 


A war that concerned the Korean people, 
instigated by exterior forces, leaving behind fire, 
blood and death, 
and almost half the total Korean population wasn’t even represented 
in the diplomatic conclusion of the conflict. 
The U.S. is keeping alive the reminder of this war even to this day, 
so we in return will remember it constantly 
and will fight towards bringing the definite end to this ongoing war, 
because the war against the people of Korea never ended, 
despite what they may want us to think'

Recently, the US issued a © Trafficking in Persons Reporť which made 
groundless accusations against the Democratic People's Republic of Korea 
( DPRK ), and a number of countries such as Russia and China. It is by no 
means coincidental that the US has made accusations against countries that it 
does not like and do not conform to the US way of thinking. 


It is inconceivable, that such a thing as human trafficking could exist in a 
dignified, people - centred socialist country like the DPRK, where humans are 
put at the centre of society. The US Report on Human Trafficking is based on lies 
and forged data. Human trafficking is unknown in the DPRK. However some 
DPRK citizens have been kidnapped by south Korea or the US and held against 
their will and not allowed to return home. 


As the Spokesperson of the Korea Association for Human Rights Studies of the 
DPRK correctly points out: 


'The U.S. should have been surveyed and punished internationally 
as it is a model state where countless extra - large trafficking acts 
reminding one of a slave trade of the medieval age are committed. 
Nevertheless, it is the height of impudence and insult to the human rights 
that the U.S. intends to 'estimate' the human rights situation 
in other countries and instruct them while giving marks as it pleases' 


It was the US that committed the crime of taking black people from their 
homeland in Africa and forced them to be slaves in the USA. Even today, the US 
traffics people from other countries and makes them slaves. The US regularly 
kidnaps children from other countries and makes them sexual slaves of 
degenerate pedophiles. 


There is a big 'sex industry’ in the USA and many women have been forced into 
sexual slavery in the US. 


The US should not criticise the DPRK or other countries over human 
trafficking. It is the US which has the worst record for human trafficking and is 
the modern slave state and the worst human rights violator. 


_ We strongly denounce the US for not only its hypocrisy and extreme double 
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standards but also for being the worst human trafficker and slave state.

My gratitude also goes to the family members of the war veterans and to all 
others who are devoting their efforts and sincerity for the preservation of health 
and the lwing of the war veterans. Availing myself of this opportunity, I pay a 
noble tribute to the martyrs of the Chinese People's Volunteers, who shed their 
precious blood without hesitation sharing the same destiny as our soldiers and 
people in the same trench against the imperialists' aggression. I also send warm 
greetings to the veterans of the Chinese People's Volunteers. Comrades, Of all the 
meaningful and auspicious holidays of our state, July 27 is an extraordinarily 
dignified holiday in that we celebrate victory. For every country and people, there 
is no other proud and brilliant glory and honour than the victory in a do - or - die 
war. 


The past Fatherland Liberation War was, for our Republic, a war for defending 
the existence of its territory and people, as well as a fierce confrontation, the first 
of its kind after the Second World War, between the two poles, the democratic 
camp and the imperialist camp. 


The fact that the US imperialists hurled not only their troops but also a large 
number of troops of their vassal states to the Korean front shows the fierce nature 
and international character of the Korean war. 


The fight by the young army of the newly - emergent, two - year - old Republic 
against the imperialist aggressive army of the United States, which was the most 
ferocious on the earth, and its vassal forces was the one against too heavy odds.

This historical environment demanded that we, above all else, raise our state's 
self - defence capability onto a due level, and we have realized this pressing 
historic task through an arduous struggle. 


Our Republic has firmly safeguarded socialism and built up formidable self- 
defensive strategic potentials in the fierce confrontation with the United States, 
which spanned nearly 70 years after the war. This is a victory which is no inferior 
to, even greater than, the victory in the Fatherland Liberation War. 


However, we cannot rest content with this. 


The United States which did our nation the gravest harm in its modern history 
still perseveres with dangerous hostile acts against our Republic. 


While instigating the south Korean authorities to suicidal anti - DPRK 
confrontation on the pretext of solidifying "alliance," the United States, in pursuit of 
military confrontation with us, persists in spreading groundless rumors of "threat" 
from us. 


It is the US's habitual method of executing its policy to fabricate such rumours 
and spread them so as to make them sound authentic before using them as a 
justification for bringing pressure to bear upon us. 


As they always did, the US imperialists have recently spread rumours against 
the DPRK in the international arena assiduously, describing our state as the "main 
culprit" in damaging the stability of the regional situation and as a "dangerous 
state." 


The United States, while describing all the usual actions of our armed forces as 
"provocations" and "threats," is openly waging large-scale joint war games, which 
gravely threaten the security of our state. Such a double - dealing behavior is just 
that of a gangster, and this is driving the DPRK - US relations to a limiting point, a 
point of fierce collision, which cannot be reversed any further. 


The US imperialists are obsessed with making a "devil" of our state by 
manipulating the international understanding and opinion of it. This is nothing but 
a stereotyped method of camouflaging their aggressive nature as a world peace 
breaker and justifying their illegal hostile policy. 
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I have already made it clear that we should be ready both for talks and 
confrontation and more fully for confrontation in particular in order to reliably 
guarantee the security of our state. 


The arrogant nature of the US imperialists has remained unchanged as ever. 
We must confront the US imperialists to the end on the strength of ideology and 
arms. 


I reaffirm that the Democratic People's Republic of Korea is thoroughly prepared 
to cope with any kind of military clashes with the United States. 


If the United States continuously attempts to impair the image of our state and 
make a serious infringement of our security and fundamental interests, it will only 
compel itself to put up with greater uneasiness and crises. 


The government of our Republic would like to take this opportunity to send a 
serious warning to the south Korean conservative regime and its hawks that run 
amuck, indulged in abnormal excessive covetousness and confidence in strength, 
and stand in the van of implementing the US's hostile policy towards the DPRK. 


Even tonight, nay, at this moment, when the fireworks light up the nocturnal sky 
in celebration of the V - day, the hideous warmongers and rogues on the land 
south of the 250km - long front line, in a high fever of military craziness, are 
resorting to various military maneuverings, which are threatening our state. 


The south Korean conservative regime which took office this year is resorting to 
the extremely atrocious confrontation policies towards their fellow countrymen and 
acts of worshipping big countries and selling the country. These policies and acts 
surpass those of any of the previous conservative regimes and driving the 
situation on the Korean peninsula into the brink of war. 


The new south Korean regime has designated our government and army as their 
"archenemy" and, obsessed with useless fear that they must prepare themselves 
to confront their fellow countrymen, are raising the pitch of their malicious voices 
and resorting to all sorts of evil and inappropriate acts. 

They are brazen-faced enough to advocate "peace based on strength" and 
"security based on strength," and have put up a bold front, claiming that they 
would not hesitate in launching a "preemptive strike" to neutralize the war 
deterrent of our state. 


At this very moment, south Korea is growing more frantic to develop weapons 
and strengthen its defence industry in a bid to recover, even a little, its military 
inferiority as compared with ours, and it is planning to bring in nuclear strategic 
weapons of the United States in large numbers and expanding war drills under 
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various pretexts. 


However, we should see that the more freguent vainglorious remarks and various 
hues of shameful conducts recently made by the south Korean authorities with 
regard to their security come from their inevitable sense of uneasiness that they 
have to live under the very nose of a nuclear state. 


This and that vainglorious remark by the south Korean authorities may be 
understood as reliable and steel - strong security and advanced military strength 
to the relief of their people, but to me, they are seen only as being so frightened 
and at their wits' end. 


Having established the concept of what they call the "three military systems of 
the south Korean style," the south Korean authorities are making frantic efforts to 
promote their core fighting capacity. But south Korea cannot help but accept their 
military inferiority to us as their fate and it can never retrieve the inferiority at any 
time. 


It is unreasonable and very dangerous self - destructive action to talk about 
military actions against our state which possesses absolute weapons that they are 
actually most fearful of. 


If the south Korean regime and military ruffians think about confronting us 
militarily and that they can neutralize or destroy some parts of our military forces 
preemptively by resorting to some special military means and methods, they are 
grossly mistaken! 


Such a dangerous attempt will be punished at once by a powerful force and Yoon 
Suk Yeol regime and its army will be annihilated. 


The conservative regime of south Korea must admit before too late that it has 
already gone too far from its beginning, and that it should think seriously upon the 
actions that may invite danger to itself. 


We correctly remember what Yoon Suk Yeol said and did on several occasions 
before and after taking office. 


We have also listened to the recent imprudent remarks made by the military 
ruffians of south Korea, and are watching all the noteworthy military actions they 
conduct with the United States.

We can no longer sit around seeing Yoon Suk Yeol and his military gangsters 
misdemeanors and blind bravery.

Kim Tok Hun, member of the Presidium of the Political Bureau of the C.C., 
Workers' Party of Korea, vice - president of the State Affairs Commission of the 
Democratic People's Republic of Korea and premier of the Cabinet, inspected the 
Taean Heavy Machine Complex and the Chongchongang Thermal Power Plant. 


Visiting the Taean Heavy Machine Complex, he urged its officials and workers 
to carry through the decisions of the 5th Plenary Meeting of the 8th Party 
Central Committee and produce in time the custom - built equipment needed for 
different sectors of the national economy, mindful of the importance of the 
complex's duty in developing the machine-building industry of the country. 


He stressed the need to carry out this year's planned tasks in a responsible way 
with an emphasis put on improving the quality of various kinds of machine 
products and custom-built equipment and set the order of priority in stepping 
up the work for readjusting and reinforcing the production foundation. 


Learning in detail about the electricity production at the Chongchongang 
Thermal Power Plant, the premier called for holding the technical control over 
generating equipment as a main link to put the production on a normal track 
and for taking sci - tech measures to prevent the damage from seasonal factors 
like rainy season.

Chapier 3 ~ "Im Jilin" 
part 20 
"The Path Taken by Cha Kwang Su' 


When I recall my Jilin days, many unforgettable faces appear before my 
mind's eye. In their forefront there is always Cha Kwang Su. 


It was in the spring of 1927 that I first met him. It was Choe Chang Got who 
introduced him to me. After Hwasong Uisuk School had closed down Choe 
Chang Gol served in the Independence Army in Sanyuanpu, Liuhe County, which 
was a Jongut-bu base. 


One day his orderly unexpectedly visited me, carrying a slip of paper. On the slip 
he had written that he hoped that I would meet Cha Kwang Su who would soon 
arrive in Jilin and that he himself would come to Jilin before long. 


A spectacled young man with his head inclined somewhat to one side appeared 
before me a few days later when I was leaving the Young Christians’ Hall after 
giving a lecture. He asked me if I knew Choe Chang Gol. When I said yes, he 
silently held out his hand for a handshake. This was Cha Kwang Su. 


That day Cha Kwang Su made me speak a great deal while he spoke only a 
little; he asked questions and I replied. 


He left without saying where he was going, giving me the impression that he was 
brusque and hard to approach. 


Not long after that Choe Chang Gol came to Jilin as he had promised. The 
leadership of Jongui-bu and its central guard squad were in Jilin, the latter at the 
barracks outside the Xinkai Gate. Choe Chang Gol’s company needed to send a 
messenger to the central guard squad. Taking advantage of the opportunity, Choe 
Chang Gol came to Jilin. 


I told him what Cha Kwang Su and I had talked about and what my first 
impression of him was. I added that he did not seem to want to open his heart to 
me as yet. 


Choe Chang Gol said, “When I met him I, too, received the same impression, but 
when you get sufficiently acquainted with him, you will find him to be an honest 
man.” 


One day the commander of the company of the Independence Army to which 
Choe Chang Gol belonged was informed that a teacher at Liushuhezi School was 
conducting communist propaganda. 


The company commander told him to arrest the teacher and bring him 
immediately. 
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Choe Chang Gol sent some men who were under his influence, giving them an 
earnest warning in the fear that they, who regarded communists as heretics, 
might treat Cha Kwang Su badly. 


The Independence Army men had supper in the house where Cha Kwang Su was 
staying. The supper they were served seemed to have been very humble. When 
they put a spoonful of cooked millet into their water-filled bowls, dead moths and 
bran rose to the surface. Seeing this they, accustomed to being treated well, 
blustered, “Is this food? Your attitude to Independence Army men ts not good.” 


At this Cha Kwang Su said in defence of the master of the house, “This family 
eats only vegetables, without any grain. To offer you hospitality he borrowed some 
millet from a landlord’s family and cooked it for you. It is not the host who 
prepared the food for you who is to blame but the landlord who lent him bad 
millet. ” 


Listening to Cha Kwang Su, the Independence Army men who had been shouting 
angrily fell silent. He had been right and they could not find fault with him. 


The Independence Army men finally gave up the idea of arresting Cha Kwang 
Su, finding him likable. Having returned empty-handed, they told their commander 
that Cha Kwang Su was not a communist but a great patriot. 


Choe Chang Gol said that he himself had met Cha Kwang Su and found him 
worth getting to know. Choe Chang Gol always behaved sincerely to anyone, once 
he considered him to be good. 


If Choe Chang Gol thought him good, he must be good, I believed. 


Cha Kwang Su again came to me without previous notice a week after Choe 
Chang Gol had left. He said he had been to Jilin for a while to take the air and 
abruptly asked me my opinion on the alliance with the nationalists. 


In those days the question of an alliance with the nationalists was being hotly 
discussed by the communists after Jiang Jie-shi’s betrayal of the Chinese 
Communist Party. It was taken as a touchstone, so to speak, to tell the genuine 
communist from the opportunist. That is why, I think, on meeting me he asked me 
my view on the alliance with the nationalists. Jiang Jie-shi’s treachery created 
complications for the Chinese revolution. 


Before Jiang Jie-shi’s treachery the Chinese revolution had been on a brisk 


upsurge. The cooperation between the Chinese Communist Party and the 
Kuomintang had been a powerful factor promoting the revolution. 
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In the latter half of the 1920s the Chinese revolution went over to overthrowing 
the reactionary rule through the revolutionary war. The National Revolutionary 
Army which started a northern expedition in the summer of 1926 under the 
slogans “Down with imperialism!” “Down with the warlords!” and “Eliminate the 
feudal forces!” seized Hunan, Hubei, Jiangxi, Fujian and other provinces and 
occupied the main cities along the River Yangzi, thus bringing pressure to bear on 
the Zhang Zuo-lin-led reactionary warlords who held the area up to Huabei under 
the manipulation of the Japanese imperialists. 


The workers in Shanghai seized the city, bravely rising in revolt three times, 
and the people of Wuhan and Jiujiang, encouraged by the victory of the northern 
expedition, took back the British concession. The workers went on a general strike 
in response to the attack of the northern expeditionary army, and the peasants 
together with the workers took part in the northern expeditionary campaign en 
masse at the risk of their lives. 


At this juncture Jiang Jie-shi began to wreck the cooperation between the 
Communist Party and Kuomintang and to betray the revolution. In order to achieve 
hegemony over the revolution he began to remove communists from the leadership 
of the Kuomintang and the government through conspiracy and worked to hold 
behind-the-scenes negotiations for receiving support from the imperialist powers. 


Cha Kwang Su greatly regretted this, saying that if Jiang Jie-shi had not 
betrayed it, the Chinese revolution could have advanced further, and the question 
of an alliance with the nationalists could not have been so seriously considered. 


When the Guangdong revolutionary base was consolidated and the northern 
expedition developed, Jiang Jie-shi immediately established a military dictatorship 
and went over to a fascist terrorist campaign against the Communist Party. He 
concocted the incident of the warship Zhongshan in March 1926 and, following 
that, removed Zhou © Em-lai and all the other communists from 
the Huangpu Military Academy and from the First Army of the National 
Revolutionary Army. Then, in March 1927, he forcibly dissolved 
the Nanchang city party and Jiujiang city party which supported Sun Yat-sen’s 
three policies and on March 31 he ordered a raid on the Mass Meeting Hall 
in Chongqing which resulted in the massacre of the citizens. 


On April 12, 1927, he committed me barbarous massacre of the revolutionary 
masses in Shanghai. The waves of this bloodbath spread to the provinces. 


Following this incident, the Chinese revolution went into a period of temporary 
decline. 


Pointing to the need to draw a lesson from the current state of the Chinese 
revolution, some people within the international communist movement even came 
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forward with the extremist argument that communists should not join hands with 
nationalists. 


Such an idea seemed to have influenced Cha Kwang Su. 


The stand we had advocated since forming the DIU was that me Korean 
communists should join hands with the nationalists for national liberation. 


That day I said to Cha Kwang Su, “Some degenerate Korean nationalists are 
advocating ‘self-government’ and national reformism, giving in to the Japanese 
imperialists, but conscientious nationalists and intellectuals are fighting at home 
and abroad for the independence of Korea without yielding. The Korean 
nationalists who are experiencing the barbarous colonial rule of the Japanese 
imperialists have a strong anti-Japanese spirit. So, we should join hands with 
these nationalists and non-comprador capitalists.” 


This opinion on the question of alliance with the nationalists was derived from 
our own understanding of nationalism. We regarded in those days and are still 
regarding nationalism as a patriotic trend of thought which first emerged on the 
arena of the national liberation struggle. 


Originally nationalism appeared as a progressive idea that championed national 
interests. 


It can be said that nationalism came out on the arena of history, advocating 
“independence and sovereignty,” “national defence and public welfare,” and “the 
expulsion of the Westerner and Japanese invaders,” upholding a torch of reform, 
at a time when the destiny of the country was at stake because of the recurrent 
troubles both at home and from abroad with the decline of monarchism and under 
the pressure of foreign forces that compelled Korea to open the door. It accorded 
with the law of historical development that nationalism emerged and became a 
guiding idea of the masses at a time when the national sovereignty was trampled 
upon by outside forces and the country was turning into an arena of competition 
by the great powers for wresting concessions. 


It is unfair to view that nationalism was the idea of the capitalist class from the 
outset simply because the newly-emerging bourgeoisie led the national movement 
under the banner of nationalism. 


During the period of bourgeois-national movement against feudalism the interests 
of the popular masses coincided, in the main, with those of the newly-emerging 
bourgeoisie. Therefore, nationalism represented the common interests of a nation. 


Later, as capitalism developed and the bourgeoisie became a reactionary ruling 
class, nationalism became an ideological instrument of the capitalist class for 
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defending its interests. So we must always distinguish genuine nationalism that 
truly defends national interests from bourgeois nationalism, an ideological 
instrument that represents the interests of the capitalist class. If we identify one 
with the other, we may commit, grave mistakes in the revolutionary practice. 


We reject and guard against bourgeois nationalism, but we support and welcome 
genuine nationalism because the ideological feelings that constitute the basis of 
genuine nationalism emanate from patriotism: 


Patriotism is an ideological feeling that is common to communists and 
nationalists; it is the greatest common ground that enables both of them to live in 
concord, cooperate and unite with each other on the same national orbit. Love of 
the country and nation is the main artery that connects communism with genuine 
nationalism and a motive force of leading genuine nationalism to cooperate with 
communism. 


In the past the genuine nationalists performed great exploits in the struggle for 
modernizing the country and taking back the usurped land from the invaders 
under the banner of patriotism. 


Now in our country there exist different systems and ideologies in the north and 
south, but we are making a stubborn struggle to reunify the divided country with a 
strong conviction that we can do it because we see the real possibility of achieving 
the great cause of national unity in patriotism which is common to both the 
communists and the genuine nationalists. It is immutable that genuine nationalism 
means patriotism for our homogeneous nation. So, I always attached great 
importance to unity and cooperation with true, patriotic nationalists and regarded 
this unity and cooperation as a sure guarantee for victory in our revolution. This 
has been my view and standpoint ever since I was in the youth and student 
movement. On the day when I met Cha Kwang Su I also emphasized that we must 
distinguish between genuine nationalism and bourgeois nationalism. 


Having heard me out, he clasped my hands and passionately spoke my name, 
“Song Ju.” 


I don't think that the reason I succeeded in persuading him was that I was strong 
in theory. My way of thinking and my stand of judging all problems on the basis of 
the actual situation in Korea and attaching great importance to revolutionary 
practice, not to doctrinairism, seem to have aroused his sympathy. 


From then on Cha Kwang Su began to open his mind to me. His attitude towards 
me changed rapidly. Until then I had mainly spoken and he had questioned and 
listened, whereas from then on he spoke freely without my asking. 


As I talked frankly with him, I discovered him to be a fine man. He was seven 
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years older than me. He had studied at a university in Japan. He was good at 
writing and making speeches. Being kind-hearted, he was liked by many young 
people and was popular as a specialist in Marxism. When Cha Kwang Su and Pak 
So Sim had an argument over Marxism, neither of them wanted to be beaten by 
the other. 


Kim Chan, the head of the Tuesday group, would have a hard time when he 
argued with Cha Kwang Su. He could not beat Cha Kwang Su in any debate on 
Marxism. Cha Kwang Su had been in awe of Kim Chan as a major figure in the 
communist party, but after meeting him several times, he treated him like a 
secondary school student. When Sin II Yong from the Seoul-Shanghai group was 
made to contend against Cha Kwang Su he, too, could not beat him. 


Cha Kwang Su walked with his head inclined slightly to the left. He had got into 
this habit because he had had a boil on his neck as a child and had used to walk 
with his head inclined, he told me. 


He came from North Phyongan Province. The villagers said that he was a bright 
boy in his early years and in his teens he went to Japan and studied in the 
difficult conditions there. It was around that time that he read books on Marxism- 
Leninism and began to yearn after communism. 


The communist movement in Japan was on the decline when Cha Kwang Su 
was working his way through school, embracing the new trend. The Communist 
Party of Japan was seriously weakened by the first arrest of the core elements of 
its leadership in June 1923, a short time after its foundation, and by the white 
terrorism during the great earthguakes in the Kanto area. Later it was dissolved 
due to the machinations of the opportunists who wormed their way into the 
leadership. It was absurd for Cha Kwang Su to read Marx’s books and plan some 
kind of movement in Japan where the communist movement was on a decline. 


Cha Kwang Su returned to Seoul. There he met people who were allegedly 
engaged in the communist movement. However there were so many groups who 
advocated the same Marxism-Leninism and their combination was so complicated 
that he could not make head or tail of them. 


In order to judge which group was right in its arguments and to find the way for 
him to take, Cha Kwang Su took time to study the history of the early communist 
movement in our country, its genealogy and its different branches. It was like 
working his way through a labyrinth. 


There were many groups - parties of three here and groups of five there. The 


groups were opposed to one another but, in fact, had no essential differences in 
ideological stand and political view. 
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When Cha Kwang Su had been in the homeland, he deemed the Ragyang 
Restaurant incident the meanest of the factionalists’ actions, he said. When people 
from the Tuesday group and the North Wind group held a meeting at the Ragyang 
Restaurant, people from the Seoul group who were opposed to the collusion 
between the two groups raided the place and seriously injured some of them. The 
seriously wounded people brought an action in the Japanese court against the 
assailants from the Seoul group. A few days after the incident the people from 
the North Wind group attacked some people from the Seoul group and seriously 
injured them. Then the seriously wounded people from the Seoul group, in their 
turn, filed an action in the Japanese court against the offenders from the North 
Wind group. 


The factional strife went so far that each group formed a terrorist band to counter 
other groups. 


Cha Kwang Su had lamented day and night, wondering how people who were 
allegedly engaged in the communist movement could degenerate to such an extent, 
and after serious thought had left Seoul for Manchuria. This was because he 
entertained a slight hope that he could get in touch with the Comintern in 
Manchuria which bordered the Soviet Union and that he could find a new path for 
the Korean communist movement But in Manchuria he read the declaration of 
the Jongu Association. 


In the declaration of the Jongu Association the factionalists proposed to hold open 
discussions instead of slandering one another and thus save the Korean 
communist movement from factional strife, and they stressed the need to open up 
the genuine path for the masses through theoretical debate. 


If open discussions had been held as the declaration proposed, it would have 
benefited the Japanese special services but not the Korean communist movement. 


After the founding of the Communist Party of Korea the Tuesday group, which 
was opposed to the Seoul group and engaged in factional strife with it, published 
in a newspaper a list of 72 members of the preparatory committee for a meeting of 
mass movement champions which they were preparing in order to display its 
strength. But this was nothing more than openly informing against the cadres of 
the communist party whom the factionalists, who were hell-bent on hegemony, 
were handing over to the Japanese imperialists. With the help of this list the 
Japanese imperialists made a sweeping arrest of the cadres of the communist 
party. Almost all the members of the Tuesday group were arrested and thrown 
into prison. 


If an open debate was held as the factionalists proposed, ignoring this lesson, it 
was clear what would happen. 
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Cha Kwang Su, who knew a lot about Japan, denounced the declaration of the 
Jongu Associadon as a replica of the Hukumoto doctrine, an opportunist trend 
revealed within the Japanese communist movement. 


Hukumoto stressed that, for the restoration of the party, the pure elements alone 
should be rallied after those with pure revolutionary ideas had been separated 
from those with impure ideas through a theoretical debate. His argument was 
divisive and factional and did great harm to the Japanese labour movement. 


Cha Kwang Su spat on the declaration of the Jongu Association which copied 
Hukumoto’s theory, and he rejected it. 


Disgusted with the criminal acts of the factionalists he left for Liuhe. He decided 
to become a rural teacher and lead a quiet life, while implanting the national spirit 
in the children’s minds. In the meantime, having met Choe Chang Gol, he came 
to Jilin with an introduction from him. 


As he trod a foreign land in the cold rain, he yearned for the right course of 
struggle and the appearance of a leader capable of giving him strength and hope, 
he owned. 


After talking about his life, he said aloud, “Song Ju, can we conduct a movement, 
believing in and loving one another? I mean, without factional strife and a fight for 
hegemony.” 


This appeal reflected the experience of his life and the lesson he had learned 
after roaming the length and breadth of a foreign country, seeking the path of 
revolution. 


Holding his hand, I said with a strong feeling that we, the new generation, 
should closely unite in thought and purpose and take the straight path of 
revolution instead of taking the path of disunity like me factionalists. 


He told me of the genuine feeling he had entertained when introduced to me by 
Choe Chang Gol. Hearing that I was conducting the student movement in Jilin, he 
wondered how much I, a secondary school student, knew about Marxism-Leninism 
and the communist movement, if anything at all, and decided to size me up, he 
owned frankly. That was why at first I took him as a taciturn man, although in 
truth he was sociable and lively. 


He soon became a member of our DIU. 


That summer I sent Cha Kwang Su to Xinantun. Xinantun. which was situated 
a little to the west of the road from Jilin to Changchun, was a small village 
which some Korean patriots had developed as an ideal village. It was one of the 
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small number of bases for the political movement among the Korean settlements 
in Manchuria. If the village was made revolutionary, it could provide initial access 
to the peasant masses. I wanted to entrust Cha Kwang Su with this task. 


When I told him to go to Xinantun village and work there, he gave me a dubious 
look. He asked me, part joking and part in earnest, why I was sending him to the 
countryside after he had come up from the countryside to join the movement. He 
was wondering what he could do in a small country village when others were 
going about in Seoul Tokyo, Shanghai and other big cities conducting the 
movement and, unsatisfied even with this, were visiting the Comintern. He 
opposed the old way of conducting the movement, but was still shackled by the 
accepted ideas. 


I said the following to him: “It is wrong to think that only when one is ensconced 
in a big city can one make the revolution. We should not draw distinctions 
between the city and the countryside if there are people there. The overwhelming 
majority of our population is peasants. A large proportion of the Koreans 
in Manchuria live in the countryside. Without going among the peasants it is 
impossible to enlist the people in the cause of national liberation or to think about 
the victory of the communist movement in our country. I want to go to the 
countryside and work there after finishing school. It ts wrong to think that only 
those who frequent the Comintern have dignity as communists. Communists 
respect the Comintern because the cause of the working class assumes an 
international character and because only when the working class of the world is 
united can it break the international shackles of capital. Only when we make 
sincere efforts to discharge the national and international duties devolving upon us 
can we gain the recognition of the Comintern and hasten the longed-for day of 
national liberation. Those who are now allegedly engaged in the movement all 
move up - to the county town from the countryside, to the capital from the county 
town and to the Comintern from the capital. People suppose that only by moving 
up can they gain the recognition of others. What if those who are allegedly making 
the revolution for the proletarian masses continuously move up, leaving the 
masses behind? Let us go down. Let us go down among the workers and 
peasants.” 


“Let us go down instead of up,” Cha Kwang Su repeated these words earnestly 
to himself and remained in thought for a while. Then he said aloud, thumping the 
desk, “What a good idea!” 


With Cha Kwang Su’s appearance the core force of the DIU was reinforced. It 
meant that within our movement there was a prominent theoretician capable of 
countering the major figures from the upper levels of the Communist Party of 
Korea. 


From then on Cha Kwang Su shared good times and bad with us for more than 
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three years. He rendered immortal services in developing the youth and student 
movement, promoting the process of making the masses revolutionary and laying 
the foundation for the anti Japanese armed struggle. The fact that the Xinantun, 
Jiangdong, Jiaohe, Guyushu, Kalun, Wujiazi and Liuhe areas became 
revolutionary is linked to his name. 


He at first took part in making the Korean villages around Jilin revolutionary and 
then together with Kim Won U, Kye Yong Chun, Zhang Wei-hua, Pak Kun Won, Ri 
Jong Rak, Pak Cha Sok and others, he rallied the young people in the Korean 
settlements in Liuhe, south Manchuria and in Kalun, Guyushu, Wujiazi and other 
areas of central Manchuria, with Jilin as the centre. In later years he took part in 
founding the Anti-Japanese People's Guerrilla Army in the Antu area. 


Wherever he went, he made friends easily with people, because he was sociable. 
People liked and respected him because he was lively, well-read and talkative. 
The lessons in the social sciences he conducted at Samgwang School in 
Guyushu were popular with the students and they used to wait for his lessons 
with great expectation and interest. He delivered lectures on many occasions for 
young people and students and peasants and taught them many songs. The 
memorial address he delivered at the memorial service for Paek Sin Han was 
spoken about widely. 


Xinantun was the place Cha Kwang Su visited most frequently. He taught 
at Kilhung School there for some time, staying with the school superintendent, 
and gave revolutionary education to the peasants, young people and students and 
women of the village and made the village revolutionary by rallying them in the 
Anti-Imperialist Youth League, Peasants’ Association, Women’s Association and 
Children’s Association. 


Xinantun had been under the influence of the nationalists and factionalists. As 
the factionalists, on their occasional visits, had made absurd remarks about the 
proletarian revolution, the village elders and old people who were swayed by 
feudal customs shook their heads at the mention of socialism. 


So, at first Cha Kwang Su had difficulty in gaining access there. Having obtained 
the front room of a house, he renovated it, having its walls papered. Then he 
invited a couple of learned old men to his room, and persuaded them to conduct 
propaganda among the old people. 


Every evening old men with their pipes at their waists would come to Cha 
Kwang Su’s room to chat. Then an old man, as planned by Cha Kwang Su, told 
them interesting stories, he had prepared, interlacing them with remarks on the 
revolution such as “It is now a bad time. If the world is to be reformed it is 
necessary to do away with the landlords, to begin with.” 
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After educating the old people like this, he opened an evening school, gave 
lectures and danced and sang songs, mixing with the people. In this way he 
enlivened the village. The village people took an active part in the revolutionary 
work, saying that they were not opposed to the socialism which Cha Kwang Su 
advocated. 


After Cha Kwang Su had settled in Xinantun I used to visit him on Saturdays 
after school. 


We used to have to change into peasants’ clothes in the kaoliang or maize field in 
the outskirts of Jilin to evade the enemy's surveillance. 


In Xinantun, I heard his experiences and helped him in his work. In the course of 
this I obtained a deeper understanding of him and he, of me. 


One day Cha Kwang Su came to Jilin and took me to Beishan Park. When we 
were sitting in the shade of a tree, he said that there was a man called Ho Ryul 
who was worthy of attention. According to him, he had had a hand in 
revolutionary work since attending Dongxing Middle School in Longjing. A short 
time before he came to Jilin to enrol in the law college but gave it up because of a 
problem with the school fees, he said. 


Cha Kwang Su took an interest in Ho Ryul because of his background. Ho Ryul 
was sent to Jilin by Kim Chan, he said. At that time Cha Kwang Su harboured 
illusions about Kim Chan. 


I was surprised at what he said. 


Kim Chan was a major figure in the early communist movement in our country. 
He was in charge of the propaganda section for the first communist party and 
played a leading role in founding the second communist party. Threatened with 
arrest later, he went to Shanghai and formed the Shanghai branch of the 
Communist Party of Korea. A representative of the Tuesday group, Kim Chan was 
the organizer of the “general bureau in Manchuria” of the Communist Party of 
Korea. 


He dispatched young people under his influence to Jilin because he was very 
interested in us. As the rumour spread that we were launching the youth and 
student movement under the banner of communism in Jilin, he turned his 
attention to us. As our force expanded, he tried to exert his influence upon us by 
sending the cleverest of his men. 


Kim Chan himself came to Jilin and met many young people and students. He 
delivered lectures on many occasions. I attended one of his lectures. Told that an 
“authority on Marxism” was going to deliver a lecture, Cha Kwang Su and I went 
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to Ri Kum Chon's house outside the Dadong Gate where Kim Chan was staying. 
We were disappointed at the absurd remarks he made which were detrimental to 
revolutionary practice. 


That day Kim Chan spoke ill of other groups, qualifying his group as the 
“orthodox” one of the Korean revolution. He went so far as to put forward the 
absurd argument that, since the Korean revolution was a proletarian one, only 
workers and poor peasants could be the motive force of the revolution and no other 
non-proletarian elements could form the motive force. 


As I listened to his speech, I realized that this was a dangerous sophistry which 
might confuse the people and do great harm to the revolutionary practice, and that 
without fighting his sophistry it would be impossible for us to lead the communist 
movement along the right path. 


Cha Kwang Su said that he shared my opinion, even though he had previously 
been in awe of Kim Chan. 


In those days the factionalists stretched their hands out to young people 
everywhere in order to expand their forces. 


An Kwang Chon from the M-L group, wearing a white Korean overcoat, came 
to Jilin to expand his group, behaving as if he were the “leader” of the communist 
movement. He had once been the chief secretary of the M-L group-led communist 
party and thought very highly of himself. Many people in Jilin worshipped him as 
an “authority on Marxism.” 


Because Cha Kwang Su said that An Kwang Chon was a famous theoretician, 1 
met him twice in the hope that I might hear from him something helpful to us in our 
activities. On meeting him, I found he was good at making speeches, like Kim 
Chan. 


At first everyone admired his speech, but our impression of him was reversed 
before long. He made foolish remarks which ignored the mass movement. He said 
that it was possible to emerge victorious in the revolution without the mass 
struggle if the help of the Comintern or of the great powers was enlisted. He 
emphasized that a small country like Korea should attain her independence with 
the help of the great powers instead of launching a mass struggle and shedding 
blood in vain. This absurd sophistry was like a castle built on sand. 


Thinking that he was a doctrinarian like Kim Chan, I said to his face that I did 
not understand him. 


“Why did you form the communist party if you make light of the mass struggle? 
Why are you conducting the communist movement? Why do you come to Jilin to 
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rouse people to the revolution?” I asked. I countered him, saying that if we did not 
awaken the masses to ideological awareness and rally and rouse them to the 
struggle, we could not emerge victorious in the struggle with only a few people 
forming the leadership of the communist party, and that it was wild daydream to 
try to win independence with the help of others without believing in one's own 


people. 


He said that only those who had tasted the bitters and sweets of life could 
understand those things, speaking to us as if we were on too low a level and not a 
match for him, and he laughed aloud before leaving. 


From then on we had nothing more to do with him. 


Then the factionalists came out with the Left opportunist theory that “The Korean 
revolution is a proletarian revolution” and “Let us build a socialist society first in 
the Korean settlement in Manchuria on a trial basis," and the Right opportunist 
theory that “The national bourgeoisie should seize hegemony in the revolution 
since the Korean revolution is a bourgeois democratic one and its immediate aim is 
to achieve national liberation.” 


Some factionalists deemed it impossible to conduct a political movement, 
although an ideological movement was possible, in such an unfavourable political 
situation as that in Korea, others said that “Priority should be given to 
independence over revolution,” while yet others perplexed the masses with the 
ultra-revolutionary slogan “Let us oppose capitalism and carry out the world 
proletarian revolution.” 


Cha Kwang Su and I had theoretical battle with Sin Il Yong and his like as well. 
We met many factionalists and they were without exception snobs, bigoted 
flunkeyists or dogmatists obsessed with fame-seeking and _ petty-bourgeois 
heroism. 


That day I dissuaded Cha Kwang Su from harbouring any illusions about Kim 
Chan, however famous he might be, because he was a bigoted factionalism and I 
said that when we approach anyone we should consider his ideas, his attitude 
toward the revolution and his views on the people before his fame, life history and 
position. 


Cha Kwang Su said that he had harboured illusions about him because he 
deemed it favourable for us to join hands with a major figure like Kim Chan rather 
than turning our backs on him, having just joined the communist movement, and 
that he would immediately break also with Ho Ryul. 


The change in his attitude made me consider the matter in a serious light. 
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If Ho Ryul was contaminated by factionalism, we should cut all our connections 
with him without delay. But, if he had inadvertently taken the wrong path, we 
should educate him and take him in hand. We decided to see him directly. 


Led by Cha Kwang Su, I headed for Jiangdong village. After covering a short 
distance in the direction of Dunhua from Jilin across the bridge over the River 
Songhua, we came in view of Longdan Hill. Jiangdong village lay at the foot of the 
hill. Our plan was to form an organization of our AntiImperialist Youth League 
there, educate the people and make the rural community revolutionary, like 
Xinantun. 


Meeting Ho Ryul, I found him to be stalwart and serious-minded. In every respect 
it was a pity to leave him to fall into the mire of factionalism. I made Cha Kwang 
Su give him help and a good influence, and I often visited the village and helped 
him in a variety of ways. 


Ho Ryul did not betray our trust. He, who had come to expand the influence of 
the factionalists, opposed them and turned his back on Kim Chan. Finally we 
formed revolutionary organizations in the village and, on the basis of them, made 
the whole village revolutionary and trained Ho Ryul into a hardcore member of 
the DIU and later into a leading member of the AIYL and YCLK.
